Valour of th:ir Heroick Champions, which was 
foon put in execution on both ſides; For im- 
mediatlyupon landing ofthe Swediſh Ambaſla- 
dour,fogreat wasthe incomparable Prudence of 
Seneor De Nalance, Secretary to his Excellency the 
Lord Ambaſſador of Spain, that by his Valous 
and Dexrcrity , their noble Deſign was happi- 
ly brought to perfeQion , the projects of the 
French fruſtrated.and their Chivalry diſll pated ; 


not withſtanding-that gallant Party of Horſe, | 
who 
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who advanced as far OL eking Bridge at the 
Tower, yet were forced to a diſhonourable Re- 
rreat , having their Horſes gored by the Spaniſh 
Tucks, their heads broken by ſeveral Brick: bats, 
the Poſlillion to the French Ambaſſadors Coach 
diſmounted and three horſes killed,the Harnace 
cut,and many of his ſervants wounded. In winch 
ation , Sevcor Dow Dego deported himfelt like a 
noble Heroe , and a loyal Patriot to his Prince 
and Countrey, The like did Seveor of the Horſe 
and Senor Maſter of the Stable : For which rare 
Atchievment, great is their merit and renown 
toall poſterity. But to be bricf and infallible, 
duting this Conflit, divers of the Spaniſh 
Foot , nimbly paſſed Tower-hill , with their 
Rapiers drawn 1n their hands , in orderto the 
better ſecuring of their Lord Ambaſladors 
Coach ; but near the Chain began another df; 
pute , where one French man was ſlain , and 
divers wounded. 
After which , they paſt along the ſtrects in 
_ their former poſture , withtheir Swords drawn 
n their hands, but found lutle oppoſition aft- 

terwards. _ | 
Then came up the French Ambaſſadors 
PE Coach 
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Coach with two wel , it,three being killed, 
| as before-mentioned, and the tourth not ina 
condition'for preſent uſe, 

The Retinne of the Ambaſladors being paſt 
from off the Hill , His Majeſties Guards drew 
off likewiſe, and the people returned peaccably 
totheirown habitations, being little harm done, 
bur whar befellthe French, and little to the Spa: 
_ Niſh:unideed it was the Fortune of the wg wg 
tO receive the greateſt loſs, five being tranflated 
out of this World into another, and above thirty 
wounded , withtheloſs of one Spaniard , and 
very few wounded : For, indeed,throughtheir 
aboundant fortitude and magnanitude, they bez 
came triumphant that day , it being worthy of 
obſervarion , that an ancient manof the Spaniſh 
party diſputed ſeveral paſſes with fix French 
men , and with his glittering Tuck, made them 
feel the point ſmanily as well as ſee it, and at the 
laſt was timely relieved by ſome of his friends, 
Toconglude , had the French men been unani- 
mous , the day might have proved worſe ; but 
 1tisnotthenumber of men, but heroick hearts, 
which reminds me of anexceljent paſſage inthe 
dayes of King Hemy the fifth of Englard, who 
: before 


before the Battel at p42 in Frexce, hearing 
of the great and watlike preparations of the 
French, was ſomething perplexed ; but one 
Captain Gaw ſtanding by,ſaid, That if there were 
ſo many,there were enoughto be killed,cnough 
to be taken priſoners, and enough to run away ; 
which reſolute Speech much cheered up the 
King, and the day proved Vidoricus to His 

Majeſty, Pee 


So by the Hereoick gallantry of the mag - 
nanimous prudence and fortitude of | 

_ the Spaniſh party , deſervedly they be- 
came riumphant,and the Monfieurs 
repelled, although they exceeded in 
number; a full and perfett.
